retreat of his wounded and their escort; abandoning supplies 
and throwing away valuable stores. All this, July 28 and 29, 
1879, at Big Creek in the Salmon River, Mountain region of 
Idaho Ter , when charged with the responsibility of escorting 
much needed supplies to the command of Albert G. Forse, 
Ist Cavalry.

THE WARREN COURT OF INQUIRY. 

Fripay, May 21, the Court of Inquiry at Governor's Island 
resumed its sessions, after the temporary interruption noted 
in our last issue. Major Brinton’s cross-examination was 
completed, and he explained that in telling Major Gardrer 
that he was interested in the battle of Five Forks, he simply 
meant that Griffin's appointment to command the 5th Coip3 
was the cause of his own promotion, He had seen Genera 
Warren only a few minutes in fifteen years until coming to 
court, and he had not conversed with counsel until sub- 
peenaed. 

Gen. H. Richardson, a lawyer, of Chippewa Falls, Wis. 
who commanded the 7th Wisconsin in Crawford's division 
next testified : 


He was on the extreme left of Crawford in Kellogg's bri- 
gade; just after the brigade had crossed the White Oak road 
approaching the enemy's works, it was ordered to wheel, and 
while waiting for the other troops to come up into line a cay- 
alry officer from Gen. Sheridan rode up and ordered the bri- 
gade forward into action. ‘‘This,” said the witness, ‘ de- 
tached us, and all through the ‘oe we fought as an 
independent brigade.” Witness saw Warren near the chimneys 
while Ayres’s division was engaged ; he was galloping toward 
the other troops, who were far to the right ; witness took his 
sagiment across the Sidnor field and through the woods 
Cw nich were more or less occupied by the enemy) west to the 

ord road ; in that vicinity he saw Gen. Warren in the Gil- 
liam field, south of the White Oak road; he was at the head 
of his troops, with colors flying, charging on the Confeder- 
ates, who were forming in the woods along the west side of 
the field ; it was nearly dusk. On his cross-examination wit- 
ness said he was wounded just as he reached the woods and 
had to go back ; the engagement lasted but a few minutes ; 
witness lost one officer and had seventy-eight men killed and 
wounded ; from the time his brigade was separated from 
Crawford's division, in the beginning of the fight, it fought 
alone, and witness did not see Gen. Crawford ajterward. On 
his redirect examination he said he saw several of the enemy 
in the Gilliam house. The court asked how many Confeder- 
ates he saw in the Gilliam field, and he said there must have 
re 700 or 800 ; the last fighting was west of this Gilliam 
field. 

Major E. B. Cope, of Westchester, Pa., major and aide-de- 
camp on Warren’s staff, said that soon after the assault by 
Ayres’s division on the Confederate fortifications Gen. Sheri- 
dan rode up and asked after Griffin's and Crawford's divis 
ions ; Warren replied they were too far to the right and that 
he had sent several of his staff officers to bring them back ; 
he then sent witness, his remaining officer, on the same 
errand, but he could only find Griffin, and he gave him War- 
ren’s order to return. The witness presented a copy of his 
report to Gen. Warren, of the 5th Corps’ movements during 
the battle of Five Forks, which Col. Stickney read, showing 
that Crawford’s and Griffin’s divisions went too far to the 
right, and that Gen. Warren’s orders were repeated to them 
twice to return to the line of battle; also that Crawford, be- 
ing in the rear of the enemy, captured many prisoners, 
wagons, and cousiderable artillery. Gen. Warren had not 
sent a copy of the document to the War Department, but the 
court admitted it. A map, partially made by the witness with- 
in ten days afterthe battle was over, was offered, but objected 
to and withdrawn. : 

Col. Denslow, of Brooklyn, commanding the 91st New York 
Volunteers, war in Kellogg’s brigade ; the men slept on their 
arms the night before the battle; when the assault began he 
was in the second line of Kellogg’s brigade, and his regiment 
contained 1,400 men; they wheeled left on covering the White 
Oak road and went northwest to the chimneys in Sidney's 
field, thence south and had an engagement with the enemy ; 
in Gilliam’s field they had another engagement and drove the 
Confederates into the woods; in crossing the field witness 
had some seven hundred men ijn his regiment and there were 
decidedly more than three hundred Confederates. —

Soon after the two generals parted, a 
staff officer from Sheridan rode up and gave Warren anorder, 
the purport of which Gen. Bankhead did not hear. General 
Werren turned immediately to him (Gen. Bankhead) and 
told him to ride back and bring up the corps as rapidly as 
possible. Gen. Bankhead hurried to the rear of the corps,

to Ayres by a messenger. When Gen. returned to 
headqnarters after bringing up the troops, he found Warren 
and Sheridan sitting upon a log discussing the plan of attack. 
He saw Warren draw a plan = a piece of paper of the posi- 
tion which were to be taken by the divisions of his corps in 
forming for the assault, and he heard Sheridan complain that 
the delay was unnecessary, and that they were losing valuable 
time.

Maj. Esmond, adjutant-general of Coulter's brigade, cor- 
roborated Gen. Coulter’s testimony. 

Gen. Frederick T. Locke, who was colonel of volunteers 
and adjutant-general of Gen. Warren's staff, said that on 
the night before the batile Gen. Warren was engaged nearly 
all night in preparation of orders and of other preliminaries 
for the movement to reinforce Gen. Sheridan, who was un- 
derstood to be in a perilous situation at Dinwiddie. The 
witness retired at midnight ; Gen. Warren stayed up; orders 
were received during the night and reissued without delay 
to the various officers in the.corps. In the morning witness 
oined Gen. Warren at the Wilson house. He saw General 

arren and Gen. Sheridan in conversation for some time 
while the advance on Five Forks was in progress. General 
Warren was very anxious to keep the divisions of Crawford 
and Ayres well closed-on each other, and sent witness to 
Crawford to order him to work to the left, and open com- 
munication with Ayres. Col. Locke found Crawford in the 
Young field, near the Ford road. The General was engaged 
in readjusting the alignment of his troops, and said that he 
was working to the left as fast as he could. Gen. Warren 
came up while witness was with Crawford, and after 
ivi e latter some orders, sent witness to General 
Sheridan with a message that they had gained the rear of 
the enemy, taken about 1,500 prisoners, and were pressing on 
as fast as possible. Witness found Sheridan near the White 
Oak road, and gave him Gen. Warren's message. General 
Sheridan rose in his stirrups, threw his hand above his head, 
and cried: ‘ Tell Gen. Warren, by God, that I say he wasn’t 
at the front; that’s all I’ve got to say to him.” Witness 
wrote out the answer of Gen. Sheridan in his note-book, so 
that there might be no mistake about it. He read the words 
to his aide tosee if he hadthem correctly. The aide said he had. 
The manner of Gen. Sheridan was very excited. The witness 
then described the final charge on the enemy, led by Gen. 
W 


arren. 

Maj. Gardner then took the witness, and elicited the fact 
that Gen. Warren’s final charge was made after Sheridan's 
mi had been reported to him. f 

On Tuesday, May 25, the first witness was Brevet Brig.- 
Gen. C. E. La Motte, who was lieutenant-colonel of the 4th 
Delaware, and inspector-general of Ayres's division of the 
6th Corps during the campaign of 1865. He was awakened 
between 9 and 10 o'clock on the evening of the 3lst of March. 
He accompauvied the division toward Dinwiddie Court-house. 
There was no unnecessary delay. The division was met by a 
staff officer from Gen. Sheridan who ordered them to march 
back and halt on a road which they had passed about one or 
two miles back. He remembered the march up to the church 
and to the White Oak road. After crossing the road the 
division made a half-« heel to the left, and part of the troops 
on the extreme right received a heavy fire upon their right, 
and imagining that their flank was turned became somewhat 
unsteady. There was no serious confusion—nothing that 
was worth speaking of as likely to end in disaster. General 
La Motte cupoensed the belief that he could have adjusted 
the difficulty alone, it was so trifling. Just as they were 
= seriously at work, he saw Gen. Warren ride up to 

ion and heard him inquire how he was getting on. 
Gen. Ayres afterwards said to witness that Gen. Warren said 
to him, ‘‘ You seem to be getting along all right here, and I 
will go up to see Gen. Crawford,” and Gen. Warren then rode 
off to the right. 

Mr. Gardner objected to the answer, as it was not in ac- 
cordance with the rules of evidence, and the court so decided. 
Witness saw Gen. Sheridan ride over toward Gen. Ayres, 
waving his hat and shouting about something witness could 
not understand; witness saw Gen. Warren early in the 
engagement riding toward where witness supposed Crawford 
was; he examined the works after they were taken and found 
them carefully constructed. 

Cross-examined by Maj. Gardner, Gen. La. Motte adhered 
to the statement that the disorder was very trifling. Coun- 
sel for Sheridan asked the witness if the disorder he had 
spoken of as very unimportant did not really occur when the 
enemy first opened fire on his division after they crossed the 
White Oak road, and before they actually confronted the 
enemy's works, Gen. La Motte was very certain that such 
was not the case, for there was no confusion whatever at the 
latter point. The division had already executed the left 
wheel and come out into the open when the confusion 
mentioned by the previous witnesses occurred. The fire was 
a very staggering one. Sheridan and Ayres rode forward and 
encouraged the men, but he did not think it required any 
effort to rally them. When cross-examined the witness said 
it was very dark on the night when the troops crossed 
Gravelly Run; in fact, it was so dark he did not venture 
down to the creek to see the new bridge ; Ayres captared 
about twenty-five hundred prisoners in going over the forti- 
fications. In his ‘redirect testimony he said he entered 
the Army in 1861, was familiar with military service, and, 
considering the bad condition of the roads, the 5th Corps 
moved up as rapidly as they could. Witness said that some 
of the movements of the change of front were executed by 
Gen. Gwinn’s brigade on the *‘ double quick.” 

The next witness, Col. W. T. Chester, of New York city, 
who served as captain in the 94th New York regiment, was 
adjutant-general on Crawford's staff, and described in full 
the march of that division to Gravelly Run, and thence until 
it became engaged. The march was slow, from impediments, 
but there was no delay that could have been avoided.

THE SERVICES IN CONGRESS. 
PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE. 


Whether it is the extreme heat, or the boat race on the 
Potomac, one thing is certain, that legislative matters are 
dull, and it is now said Congress is in no hurry to adjourn, 

As we stated last week, the Senate has passed the bil] 
(S. 1331) to retire non-commissioned officers of the Army 
who have served therein honorably and faithfully for 30 years 
or upward. Mr. Kirkwood’s amendment providing ‘that 
““ when an enlisted man has served as such fifteen consecntiye 

ears in the United States Army honorably and faithfully, the 
ast five years thereof as a non-commissioned officer, he shajj 
be eligible for appointment as second lieutenant in any cor 
of the line in which he has served,” was also passed, In 
speaking on his amendment, Mr. Kirkwood said: ‘‘I mav be 
mistaken in my opinion as to the present condition of affairs 
in the Army, but that opinion is that the line of distinction 
between the commissioned officer and the private is as broad, 
as well defined as if the officers were whites and the privates 
colored, socially and in every other way. My judgment is 
that if you hold out to the men who carry the musket the 
prospect that after a period of faithful service of fifteey 
years, five of which shall be as a non-commissioned officer, 
they shall be eligible to commissions, that fifteen years’ train- 
ing is of itself sufficient, so far as qualitications are concerned, 
If you make such a man eligible for sppointment as a com- 
missioned officer, if otherwise qualified, you will do something 
to elevate the rank and file of the Army. In reading the his. 
tory of armies in other countries we tind that some very dis- 
tinguished soldiers have risen from the ranks. In France ip 
Napoleon's time my recollection is that some of his marshals, 
whose reputation became world-wide as soldiers, rose from 
the ranks of the privates. As I understand it to-day, al. 
though not theoretically, practically the door is closed against 
the private. . ... . . . . Now, my purpose is to 
say that when a man has served fifteen years in the Army, 
tive vears as a non-commissioned ofticer, that shall make him 
eligible to gy ii entitle him to appointment, but 
make him eligible to appointment without the examination 
required by section 1214, but that in itself, tifteen years’ faith. 
ful, honorable service, five years as a non-commissioned 
officer, shall make him eligible. If he van find friends to 
back him, then well enough ; if not, he must suffer.” 

The bill (8S. 1490) appropriating $50,000 to complete the 
survey of the Gettysburg battle field, and to reimburse Mr, 
John B. Bachelder for the compilation of data used in locat- 
ing troops on the engineer maps of the battle, has passed the 
Senate. 

Senator Carpenter's resolution providing for an examina- 
tion into the condition, management and discipline of the 
‘* Soldier’s Home ” at Washington has been passed amended 
so as to direct the Senate Committee on Military Affairs to 
make the investigation. 

Several special bills granting special pensions have been 
— in the Senate, amongst them those giving 50 a month 
o the widows of Rear-Admirals Hoff and Goldsborough ; 
and Commodore C. 8. McCauley ; the bill (H. R. 1463) giving 
E. H. Leib, late Capt. 5th U. S. Cavalry, a pension of $50 
per month, and 8. 751, granting a special pension to Commo- 
dore W. B. Whiting on the retired list of the Navy. 

, The Senate Committee have reported upon Bills as fol- 
OWS : 

Adversely.—S. 1614, to regulate the promotion and fix the 
rank of line officers of the Army; H. R. 231, to establish 
upon a permanent footing the professorships of modern lan- 
guages at the Naval Academy. 

Favorably without Amendment.—H. R. 3983, to provide a 
construction fund for the Navy. There was considerable op- 
position in committee to this bill.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE HOUSE. 

The House Military Committee has reported a bill, H. R. 
6251 (in lieu of H. R. 4406) to authorize the President in his 
discretion to promote Capt. J. S. Payne, 5th U.S. Cavalry. 
A resolution has been adopted in the House calling upon the 
President to communicate every step or order that may have 
been taken or issued for the acquisition of appropriate naval 
and coaling stations in Central America.

Favorably.—H. R. 4391, for the relief of citizens of Idaho 
and Washington Territories who served with the U. 8. troops 
in the Nez Perce war.

Thompson, U. 8. Navy.

To the Military Committee.—H. R. 6245, for relief of Mag- 
nus 8.

To the Committee on Invalid Pensions.—H. R. 6303, by 
Mr. Prescott, to pay to pensioners of the late war all moneys 
for medical or surgical treatment of the same where they are 
totally disabled. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


The Pension Committee of the House report that Y. B. 
Dubois, late an acting volunteer lieutenant commander, U. 8. 
Navy, while in the line of duty, in the Uuited States Naval 
Service, incurred the disability which eventually terminated 
in loss of reason and loss of life, and that the petitioner (his 
widow) is entitled to a place on the pension rolls of the Gov- 
sr aan in accordance with the provisions of the pension 
aws. 

In the case of the widow of the late Surgeon General Wm. 
Maxwell Wood, who asks a pension of #50 a month, the same 
committee report adversely. While they acknowledge his 
unusually valuable services, which, “‘it is not unreasonable 
to believe contributed in an important degree to the acquisi- 
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tion of California,” they “‘are compelled to disapprove the 

li cy of an extension of the provisions and benefits of the 

nsion laws to claimants who have no grounds on which to 
their claims other than long and valuable service.” 


In the case of Capt. Wm. C. Spencer, who applies for rein- | 


statement to the active list of the Army, the Senate Military 
Committee present a long report, the conclusion of which is : 
“That, in justice to his previously good record and his val- 
orous and heroic conduct while in the Army, he ought to be 
restored to the ranks to take position at the foot of the grade 
of captains. As the charge of disloyalty has been shown to 
have been entirely groundless, and as it is clear that Captain 
Spencer's resignation was not & voluntary one, your commit- 
tee deem it but an act of justice and equity on the part of 
the Congress of the United States to restore him to the Army. 
Your committee are averse to restoring officers of the Army 
who have voluntarily resigned their commissions; and have 
so decided in several cases at this session, but on account of 
the peculiar circumstances connected with this case, they 
consider it an exceptional one; for, after all, the primary 
cause which led to his resignation was the fact that this un- 
just charge was hanging over his head, and at a time of great 
excitement, when it was a very difficult matter for him to 
free himself from the accusation.” | 

The Committee recount the services of Capt. Spencer from 
the time he entered the Army as second lieutenant 2d Infan- 
try, June 18, 1855, up to his resignation, Dec. 11, 1862, to 
show that he was an officer of unexceptionally favorable re- 
cord for gallantry, and of * the very highest standing social- 
ly as well as professionally.” The charges of disloyalty 

w out of hasty action excited by the brutal manner in 
which his uncle, Judge Richard B. Carmichael, of Maryland, 
was treated on the occasion of his arrest for disloyalty. 

The House Military Committee reported adversely on the 
bill to amend the record of Lieut. A. H. Von Leuttwitz on 
the ground that his application is estopped by the terms of 
the bill restoring him to the service of which he accepted the 
benefits. “ : : : 

The House Committee ou Naval Affairs recite the circum- 
stances of —— Egbert Thompson’s.case, and conclude that 
‘notwithstanding the passage of the law of 1878, and the 
findings of the board of 1879, by whom Capt. Thompson’s 
case Was examined, approved as they have been by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, Capt. Thompson has not been re- 
stored to the active list nor received the promotion to which 
he was justly entitled, the reason assigned therefor being 
that the act of 1878 conferred no authority for this purpose. 
Capt. Thompson asks for the passage of this act for the pur- 
pose of correcting the error, and of redressing the great 
wrong done to him by the action of the board of 1873 . Upon 
the foregoiug facts the committee report back the bill with 
an amendment, and recommend its passage.” 

Mr. Plumb, from the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
submitted following report (to accompany bill 8. 763) : 

This bill was fully considered by the committee Gating the last 
Congress and was favorably reported to the Senate. na have 
found no occasion to qualify the views then expressed. The ad- 
ditional article proposed prohibits ‘‘ gambling, or the playing at 
cards or other gumes for money or other valuable stake, or the 
frequenting of gambling resorts,” and it 1s so framed and the 

nalties are so adjusted that it 1s believed the measure would be 
‘ound practical and a salutary measure of reform. There can be 
no doubt that the vice which the bill seeks to suppress is extremely 
prejudicial to the interests of the service, as well as injurious to 
the individual character and standing of the officers and soldiers 
engaged in it. The subject is deemed a proper one for legis- 
lation. 

Quoting the recommendation submitted by the Judge-Ad- 
vocate General of the Army in his annual report for 1877, the 
committee say : 

In these views the committee fully concur, and they ere satisfied 
that the Judge-Advocate’s estimate of the pernicious effect of this 
vice upon the morals and discipline of the Army is not exag- 

rated. It will be observed that the law department of the army 
fold that gambling, unless indulged in under peculiarly discredit- 
able circumstances, is not punishable by court-martial, and we are 
strongly of the opinion that such defect should be remedied by 
prohibitive legislation. The law-making power should not be de- 
verred from the enactment of necessary penal laws by the antici- 
pation of a too prevalent disposition to evade or defy them; but 
should, on the contrary, resort to the most effectual means for 
their enforcement. The general policy of the British army regu- 
lations is to discourage gambling. It is made the duty of the com- 
manding officer of a corps “to discountenance any disposition in 
his officers to play at any game for high stakes.” . .. “All 
gambling in garrison, camp, or cantonments, is strickly forbidden.” 
- . . “No tippling or gambling is to be allowed in any of the 
barrack rooms.’ In hospitals ‘‘ every species of gaming is strictly 
forbidden.” In regimental recreation rooms ‘all gambling is 
strictly prohibited.” 

Again quoting the J. A. G., to show the evil consequences 
arising from the practice of gaming, the committee conclude : 
‘The committee cannot conceive that extended argument is 
necessary to commend a measure so just and necessary, and 
they therefore recommend the passage of the bill without 
amendment.”

1210, by Mr. Farley, May 20, 1880 (referred to the Committee 
on Naval Affairs), a bill for the relief of certain officers of the 
Navy. Be it enacted, etc., That in conformity with and to carry 
into effect the recommendations and conclusions of the board of 
officers organized in pursuance of a joint resolution entitled 
“Joint resolution for the reliet of Bushrod B. Tay.or and other 
naval officers, approved February 5, 1879, the President of tne 
United States be, and he is herevy, authorized, by and with the

Whereas 
Medical Director John Thornby, United States Navy, was retired 
from active service in the grade of surgeon June 1, 1861 in conse- 
quence of physical disability, which was reported by a board of 
medical survey as not originating in the line of duty; and where- 
as it appears that the report of said board was based upon insuffi- 
cient evidence as to the origin of said disability, and that the 
physical disability which caused the retirement of the said John 

hornby did not originate in the line of duty: Therefore 
Be it enacted, etc., That Medical Director John Thornby, United 
States Navy, be considered as having been retired from active ser- 
vice as a surgeon, and placed on the retired list of officers of the 
Navy, June 1, 1861, on account of physical incapacity originating 
in the line of duty; and that the accounting officers of the Trea- 
sury be, and they are hereby, authorized and directed to allow him 
the rate of retired pay of the grade in which he was retired, pre- 
scribed by section 1588, Revised Statutes, for officers so retired; 
and said accounting officers are hereby further authorized and 
directed, in adjusting the account of said John Thornby, to allow 
and pay to him the difference between the pay he has been ailowed 
asa surgeon on the retired list since the paseage of the act ap- 
proved March 3, 1873 (section 1588, Revised Statutes), and that to 
which he is entitled under that as having been retired as a surgeon 
for incapacity originating in the line of duty, said sum to be paid 
out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated.

In the death of Commodore 
Barrett, this Commandery has cause to mourn the loss of a 
Companion endeared to many of its members, and the re- 
collections of his good fellowship will last long in the 
memory of his friends.

Masor J. H. Eaton, Civil Engineer, a brother of the late 
Commissary General Eaton, U. 8. Army, died May 23, at 
Reno, Cal., of injuries caused by falling down stairs. 

Carr. Tuomas L. Brent, U. 8. Army (retired), died at 
Columbus, Ohio, May 24, of spinal disease, after a long ill- 
ness. Capt. Brent was graduated from the Military Academy 
June 23, 1465; promoted 2d and ist lieutenant, 18th U. 8. 
Infantry, same date; and was regimental quartermaster 
from Feb, 25, 1867, to July 11, 1868, when he was promoted 
captain ; was placed on the unassigned list April 26, 1869; 
assigned to the 3d U. S. Cavalry Jan. 1, 1871, and was 
retired May 17, 1876, ‘‘for disability resulting from@disease 
contracted in line of duty.” During his active service he was 
mainly on frontier duty. His father, Thomas L. Brent, was also 
a graduate of the Military Academy, and at the time of his 
death, Jan. 18, 1858, at Fort Leavenworth, was a captain and 

ssistant quartermaster, U. 8. Army. Capt. Brent was a 
grand-son of Judge Wilkens, of Michigan. He had been 
for some years the victim of disability, resulting from an 
accident which happened to him while on duty in Arizona. 
Descending a hill, leading his horse by the bridle, the horse 
stumbled and fell upon him. The injury to his spine, which 
resulted from this accident, led to serious bodily complica- 
tions that gradually increased, until death ended his suffer- 
ings. The motor nerves were so affected that he could not 
control his movements. Blindness came upon him; the 
sight of one eye being first lost, and then the other gradually 
fading into darkness. The skill of American and foreign 
medical men was exhausted in the vain attempt to change 
the inevitable result, to which Capt. Brent looked forward 
with a patience and fortitude which won the admiration of 
those who, knowing him, knew how sore was the trial which 
compelled one, who had been a type of physical strength, to 
bear about with him for years the body of living death. 
Capt. Brent was a young officer of fine promise at the time 
his physical injuries compelled his transfer to the retired 
list—capable, conscientious, and earnest. He was a man of 
great intelligence and of extensive reading. While his 
nervous system was perfectly shattered, bis memory and 
reasoning powers remained undisturbed to the last, and 
until within a very short time we have scarcely ever seen a 
more cheerful, amiable, and agreeable conversationalist. He 
dies at the early age of thirty-five. His wife, who was a Miss 
Deshler, of Columbus, Ohio, has, during the long illness of 
her husband, been a most devoted companion. He leaves 
several young children. Mrs. Poe, wife of General Orlando 
M. Poe, of General Sherman’s staff, who is a sister of Capt. 
Brent, left Washington for Columbus on Tuesday last. 

Mason Davir P. Hancocx, 2d U. 8. Infantry, died at 
Harrisburg, Pa., Friday, May 21. He had been on sick leave 
for a long time past, and when at Governor's Island a few 
weeks ago for medical examination, did not look as if he 
would last very long. Major Hancock entered the Military 
Academy as a cadet July 1, 1849; was graduated July 1, 1854, 
and promoted brevet 2d lieutenant same date ; 2d lieutenant 
7th Infantry, March 3, 1855; 1st lieutenant April 20, 1858 ; 
captain May 27, 1861, and major 2d Infantry, Oct. 24, 1874. 
Previous to the war he saw much service in New Mexico, and 
during the war he was actively engaged ; was captured by 
Texas insurgents in July, 1861, and exchanged in August, 
1862; was in the Rappahannock campaign, battles of 
Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, etc., and since 
the war filled several responsible staff positions. He was 
breyetted major July 2, 1863, and lieutenant-colonel March 
13, 1865, ‘‘for gallant and meritorious services at Gettys- 
burg.” 

Masor Cuares H. SpraGur, paymaster, has been relieved 
as post paymaster at Washington by Major Wm. Smith. 
Major Sprague has reported for duty in New York. 

Lrgvr.-Cot. NaTHANIEL Micuier, Corps of Engineers, 
has proceeded to New York to take charge of the works on 
the Hudson River, Lake Champlain, and the New Jersey 
coast. 

Cart. Gzorce McKee, Ordnance Corps, left Washington, 
May 24, under his recent orders, to take post at Rock Island 
Arsenal.

Christian served in the Napoleonic wars most of the time, 
and in 1821 was honorably discharged. He came to America 
and bought land on the present site of St. Louis for twenty- 
five dollars an acre.

Tue Philadelphia Times reports that by an order of the 
court a fund of $52,000, which has been accumulating since 
1825, for a Washington monument, has been transferred 
to the Society of the Cincinnati, as trustees in place of the 
Pennsylvania Company.

More thana year ago a com- 
mittee of the Society of the Cincinnati, consisting of Robert 
Adams, George W. Harris, and Richard Dale, of Philadel- 
phia ; W. A. Irvine, M. D., of Warren county, and William 
Wayne, of Paoli, in charge of the fund, decided that they 
were in a position to call for designs and estimates from the 
leading sculptors of the world, and it is understood thatthey 
have accepted a design, a colossal equestrian figure, by Pro- 
fessor Siemerling, of Berlin. The monument will be erected 
in Fairmount Park, a site at George's Hill having been 
chosen. 

CLARK MILLs’s equestrian statue of Jackson was unveiled 

at Nashville, Tenn., May 20, with elaborate ceremonies. Gen- 
erals Don Carlos Buell and Joseph E. Johnston were among 
t he visitors. An oration on Jackson was delivered by John 
F, Hause, and an address by Clark Milly. The statue was 
unveiled by Gov. Marks, assisted by Enoch H. Jones, who 
was one of five of Jackson's soldiers present, amidst the sing- 
ing an ode to Jackson and the firing of cannon.

Gibbs, then 
of Oregon, all well knownin Army circles. These three clever 
wags found themselves up near Steilacoom which was then in 
Oregon, but which is now in Washington Territory, and the 
writing up of the hoax was suggested to them by the dis- 
covery of some of the wonderful geodes which are so common 


of the perpetrators, but in that he is in error, for the three 
gentlemen mentioned were the only persons who were mixed 
up ini the affair, and they have all been dead for some years. ¢ 

Ossection having been made to a paragraph which we re- 
cently published concerning the applications of Edw. McD. 
Reynolds and Chas. H. Nye for reinstatement in the Marine 
Corps, we publish the facts in their cases as they are recorded 
in the Navy Department. The case of Reynolds, in 1864, 
came before a board of marine officers convened to examine 
such cases as might be referred to it under sections 16-17, act 
of Angust 3, 1861, providing for retirement of incapacitated 
and disabled officers. The board madea favorable report, 
tinding him * mentally, morally, professionally and phys- 
ically fit for the performance of all the duties of his office.” 
His case was then submitted to a board of three officers of 
high rank, who reported that, in their opinion, the finding of 
he first board was supported by the evidence adduced_in the 
particulars of mental, moral and professional qualifications, 
but not in the particular of moral fitness. On the 7th of 
December, 1864, Capt. Reynolds was dismissed by General 
Order No. 43, on account of moral unfitness. The Attorney- 
General decided, in an opinion given March 24, 1869, that 
Reynolds was legally removed. He has frequently applied for 
restoration both through the Department and Congress, 
Caarles N. Nye came before a board organized under the 
same act in November, 1864, and was found ‘morally, phy- 
gicilly and professionally unfit for the service,” and that his 
unfitness did not originate in the line of duty. He was ac- 
cordingly wholly retired with one year’s pay and allowances,

So he made all his arrange- 
ments for becoming a stone man, and he proceeded to record 
his feelings and the cLanges which took place in his corporal 
system, and he continued his diary up to the time of his 
death. The paper was so skillfully prepared, the medical, 
anatomical and geographical descriptions were so perfect, 
that, strange as it may seem, scientific men in various parts 
of the United States and Europe wrote to the Editor of the 
Alta California, in which the hoax was first published, for 
more information and offering vast amounts of money for a 
piece of the petrified man. Lately the hoax has been re-| 
vived by the publication of a letter from Professor Baird, of | 
the Smithsonian, in which he gave it as his opinion that Gen.

Notuine has yet been heard from the handsome volume 
containing the regulations for the Marine Corps, prepared 
last winter at the Brooklyn Barracks. 

Tae Panama Slar and Herald says: ‘‘ A contract has been 
made between Mr. A. G. Menoeal, on the part of an Ameri- 
can company, and the government of the Republic of 
Nicaragua, for the construction of a canal across Nicaraguan 
territory. It now awaits only the approval of the Legislative 
Congress, which has been convened for that purpose, to 
become a law of the land.” 

CommoporE SHuFELDT, of the Ticonderoga, has sent to 
the Board of Trade and Transportation of New York, with 
the approbation of the Navy Department, some samples of 
the silk and cotton fabrics chiefly used in Persia and Arabia, 
and which form an important article of commerce in those 
countries. They are sent with the view of submitting them 
to the inspection of American manufacturers of similar 
goods, so that, if practicable, American makers may compete 
with England, the native and other producers of the same 
stuffs, and possibly develop a most important branch of 
trade. 

INFORMATION from Callao, dated April 26, states that the 
Chilian vessels Huascar, Pilcomayo, and Angamos opened 
fire on the Peruvian vessels of war, sheltered behind the 
walls of the mole, April 22. The firing of the Chilians is 
said to have been very accurate, at ranges from five to seven 
thousand yards. Very few of their shells failed to explode. 
Several passed over the Peruvian vessels and exploded in 
the city, doing considerable damage. The Peruvians returned 
the fire from 17 heavy guns on shore, but their projectiles 
fell short. Four of the Peravian vessels were struck, and 
some on board were killed and others wounded. The Chilian 
vessels were not struck. The Peruvian vessels being behind 
the mole were useless. The Chilians fired 170, and the Peru- 
vians 127 projectiles. Seven small vessels and two torpedo 
boats maintain the blockade. 

Witr1am Brown and John Kennedy, firemen and mess- 
mates on board the sloop-of-war Minnesota, quarrelled in the 
mess-room on the vessel while she was lying off New London 
on May 11. Kennedy stabbed Brown in the cheek with a 
table knife, and Brown then threw him to the deck and 
jumped on him, breaking several ribs, his right arm, collar 
bone and shoulder. When the vessel arrived in Brooklyn the 
injured man was sent to the Naval Hospital, where he died. 
Brown was put under arrest and will be tried by Court- 
martial.

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LINEAL AND REGIMENTAL PROMOTION. 


Tne struggle between the rival claims of lineal pro- 
motion and regimental promotion in the Army has now 
definitely broken out, side by side with the contest 
over compulsory retirement, and is likely to be as 
warmly waged as the latter. The opponents of the 
existing and authorized systein, that is to say, regi- 
mental promotion, are rallying great bodies of figures to 
their support. A circular which we print in another 
column calls on officers to use their exertions to have 
Congress substitute lineal for regimental promotion. 
Miscellaneous Document No. 82, of the 46th Congress, 
intended to accompany Senate bill 1614, looking to- 
wards the establishment of lineal promotions, presents a 
striking list of the promotions from first lieutenants to 
captains in the line of the Army during the years from 
1870 to 1879, inclusive. The total number of promo- 
tions was 222. Of these, as we check and count, only 
twenty got their promotions lineally as well as _regi- 
mentally—that is, without jumping other lieutenants 


$48 | ranking them on a lineal register. The other two hun- 


dred and two officers were promoted over various num- 
bers of lieutenants, from one upwards. Of course 
every officer takes his promotion according to the exist- 
ing law, whatever he may think about the justice or 
expediency of lineal promotion. In order not to be 
invidious, we will collect from the Congressional docu- 
ments all those lieutenantsthat jumped, in securing their 
captaincies, more than a given number of ranking lieu- 
tenants, say 50. They are as follows :

Taking these same statistics, First Lieut. and Brevet 
Capt. Romeyn, 5th Infantry, makes some comments 
thereon in the current number of the United Service, 
To start with, he picks an example from his own regi- 
giment, which may have been the one to set him think- 
ing. He says that in the Army reduction plan of 1871, 
the 5th Infantry parted with a captain ranking as such 
from July 1, 1864, and received instead one ranking 
trom February 28, 1869, who had entered the Regular 
Army March 7, 1867, and who had, before his promo. 
tion, been junior in rank to nine of the first lieutenants 
still in the regiment to which he was assigned. He had, 
by regimental promotion, been jumped over the heads 
of 322 first lieutenants of infantry (there were at that 
time 45 infantry regiments) when he received his pro- 
motion to the rank of captain, and on joining the 5th 
Infantry was assigned a company the first lieutenant of 
which had held that rank nearly three years before he 
(the captain) entered the Regular Service. It is only 
necessary for us to add, in order to show, once forall, that 
the question of the system has nothing to do with the 
question of personal merits, what Capt. Romeyn says of 
this far-jumping officer : 

The officer referred to was Capt. A. S. Bennett, who was 
killed in an affair with Bannock Indians on Soda Butte Creek, 
Montana, September 4, 1878. It is but justice to say that 
while the lieutenants of the 5th Infantry lost in rank and pro- 
motion by his transfer into it, they gained by it in other 
ways. Ever kind, considerate, and genial, he was a uni- 
versal favorite, and the writer has yet to hear the first word 
uttered against him. Serving as subaltern in his company 
more than six years, he had ample opportunity to know him 


thoroughly, and his many acts of kind thoughtfulness for 
those about him will never be forgotten. 


Capt. Romeyn, however, makes another point—or 
puts the same point in another light. January, 1870, 
there were in service five first lieutenants of infantry 
who had ranked as such from 1863, and eighteen from 
1864. Of the former, one, Sanno, reached a captaincy 
and, most singularly, in proper time by seniority. Of 
the eighteen dating from 1864, one was transferred to the 
artillery, and five disappeared through retirement, dis- 
charge or death. That lefttwelve. Accordingly, Capt. 
Romeyn calculates for them, first, their loss in ‘ files,” 
in the list of captains, which he finds to be from 19, in 
the case of Lieut. Williams, 7th Infantry, who loses 
least, up to 97 in the case of Lieut. W. Mitchell, 3d 
Infantry, who loses most. Next he calculates the time 
and consequent difference in pay between first lieutenant 
and captain, and finds it to be for Williams two years, 
less seven days, and so on for the other eleven, up to 
eight years for Mitchell, reckoning up to April 1, 1880. 
One lieutenant, McDermott, 5th Infantry, credited with 
6 years, 7 months and 3 days, under this calculation, 
died without promotion, June 21, 1878. 

Leaving out his case and taking the other eleven, this 
result is reached: Regimental promotion instead of 
lineal has cost Captain Carter $1,900; Lieut. Mitchell, 
still accruing, $3,000; and others in the same ratio. 
The senior captain of infantry, January 1, 1880, had 
gained sixty-four files in ten years, or an average of 
6.4 files per annum. At similar rate the senior 1st 
lieutenants of 1870 will lose in getting to majorities as 
follows: Williams, nearly three years; Fitz Gerald, 
nearly four and one-half years; Kennington, four 
years; Carter, nearly eleven years; Logan, over five 
years; Luhn, six and one-half years; Coolidge, seven 
and one-half years; Hay, seven years; Mitchell (if 
promoted now would lose), fifteen years; Bomford, 
nine years; Stouch (if promoted now), eight and one- 
half years; with consequent loss of pay and allowances. 
The second lieutenants are also shown by Captain 
Romeyn to be subject to the same irregularities by a 
few illustrative instances. Thus, ‘Charles E. Hargous, 
5th Infantry, was a second lieutenant from July 28, 
1866, to June 21, 1878, nearly twelve years. John W. 
Bean entered as a second lieutenant January 22, 1867, 
and was a captain March 5, 1879, gaining at least 
twelve years over Hargous by regimental promotion. 
In the promotion of S. E. Armstrong a double injury to 
his seniors resulted. He was retired June 28, 1878, 
and the vacancy thus created was filled December 28, 
1878, by a first lieutenant who stood one hundred and 
secondon the roster. Lieutenant E. A. Garlington, 7th 
Cavalry, graduated June 15, 1876. The Custer disaster 
and regimental promotion made him a first lieutenant 
ten days after—before he had reported for duty—over 
, | eighty-eight of the same arm and grade, some of whom 
had borne the burden and heat of from four to nine 
years’ service on the frontier, in addition to other years 
of service during the war of the Rebellion.” 

We repeat that all these officers and all others were 
the proper ones to be promoted, and the only proper 
ones to be promoted, under the law, We understand 
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Captain Romeyn’s language to apply only to the merits 
of the system. He and every one of those whose cause 
he represent? would have taken regimental promotion

does not injure whatever of merit their argument may 
have. 

The truth is that the subject has been under discus- 
sion for the last ten years, a circular asking for redress, 
which received 800 signatures, amongst officers, having 
been sent to Congiess in 1871. And General Upton, in 
his Armies of Asia and Europe, as we showed at the 
time of its publication, argued in favor of the same 


thing. He said: 
An important feature of an expansive peace organization 
should be lineal promotion in each arm of the service. The 


oppesition to such promotion is based upon the supposed 
destruction of regimental esprit de corps; but the develop- 
ment of this feeling requires that companies of a regiment 
shall serve together, and, what is more important still, that 
the regiment shali be excited to emulation by serving with 
others in the same brigade or division. Further- 
more, desirable as it may be to cultivate this regimental 
feeling, it may be entirely absorbed in the pride and satisfac- 
tion of belonging, as in the German army, to the “ corps of 
officers.” But whatever advantage may be claimed on the 
side of esprit de corps, it is more than counterbalanced by 
confining an officer from twenty to thirty years in the same 
regiment, whereby, if he remain continually with it, his 
knowledge of the army may be limited to the few associates 
he met on joining the service. The German ofiicer is proud, 
not that he belongs to a particular arm of service, but be- 
cause he is 2 member of the ‘‘ Officers’ Corps,” in which he 
knows that advancement ix sure, if he proves himself worthy 
and efficient. 

The arguments against changing the present system 
for one of lineal promotion are that it would be costly 
by involving continual transportation of promoted 
officers over large distances; that it would tend to lessen 
the pride of officers in their regiments; and that the 
inequalities of luck at last pretty nearly balance each 
other. Thus arguments for the general demands of the 
service as a whole are pitted against more exact justice 
to the individual. Captain Romeyn goes on to doubt 
whether regimental promotion has really the authority 
of law. But we think that that, if not dangerous 
ground, is at any rate not the wisest to put the case on. 
The customs of the service, like the unwritten British 
Constitution, are imperative and authoritative until re- 
versed. If the system of promotion is to be changed, 
let it be done on the basis that it is lawful now and not 
that it is arbitrary. This is Captain Remeyn’s con- 
cluding reflection : 

It has given to * luck” what was due to service and merit, 


and has allowed youth and inexperience to gain over age and 
tried skill. It defr: uds an officer not only in one promotion, 
but its effects follow him all his life through, and into the 
next generation, by keeping his heirs out of funds he should 
have been paid, and have used for their benefit. The future 
can easily be arranged for. If the President has power to 
make provision for promotion in one way, he can provide for 
another. If legislation is needed, Congress should not be 
slow to apply that remedy, and it can at the same time pro- 
vide that all first lieutenants who haye been overslaughed by 
officers who are still captains can, as fast as promoted to that 
grade, be given rank and place in the list of captains, the 
same as if promoted in their prope: course. Lineal promo- 
tion is the rule in almost all the armies of Europe. Seniority 
governs in all the departrients of our own, save among sub- 
alterns of the line. Make the same rule operative through 
all grades, and promote field officers regimentally or subal- 
terns lineally. If the former was done, we should probably 
soon hear of ‘injustice’ and *‘unfairness,” and in tones that 
would reach even the leaden ears of Congress, and which 
would compel action on its part to stop the din. 


We do not imagine that Congress will get at this 
question the present session. We doubt whether it will 
ever get at it except under a general system of Army 
reorganization. But the question is an interesting one 
and worthy of full discussion. 


THE PROCEEDINGS OF CONGRESS. 

Ir is altogether probable that whatever of good or 
harm is to come to the Army or the Navy on account 
of the legislation at this present session, will be the 
result of the few acts of slight importance which have 
already passed both Houses and met with the approval 
of the President. The members of both Houses are 
anxious to get away to attend to President making in 
their respective States, and it is probable that with the 
disposal of the bill for the counting of the electoral 
vote the trouble will cease until next December. 

The Army has not been cut down, neither has our 
Navy been increased. Our sea coast defences will be 
left as powerless as ever to prevent the iron-clads of the 
most insignificant power from penetrating our harbors 
and destroying our cities on both the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. There was but little political capital to be made 
by an effort to place us beyond the reach of great dis- 
asters, by providing in time of profound peace for the 
coast defence, or for placing the Navy upon a respecta- 
ble footing. It was far more important for political 
profit to get through a bill to take some fifty millions 
from the Treasury to distribute as back pensions to 
persons who were perfectly satisfied with the pensions 
they were already enjoying, and who never dreamed of 
asking for arrearages until it was suggested to them by 
some political tricksters, 


{ tents and flags to be used in the political hurrah which 


| is to come off next fall, is about all. Quite a number of 
| gentlemen are on the anxious seat on account of bills, 
/and favorable reports on the same, which have been 
introduced for their reinstatement in the Army, either 
on the active or retired list—principally the latter. Some 
of the favorable reports were made in behalf of those 
claims, which did not possess one particle of merit. 
One officer from a Southern State resigned during what 
might be called our dark days, because the idea of fight- 
ing ‘‘my own people” was abhorrent to him. He was 
reinstated on the retired list at the last session, while 
another officer, of conspicuous gallantry and perfect 
respectability—also from the South—who steod by the 
flag and was made an invalid for life by terrible wounds 
received in battle, is told that he has no claims to be 
restored. It wouid be interesting reading for those 
Army officers who know all the history of the various 
applicants for restoration, could they read the reports 
made in the different cases. One very strong favorable 
report is made in the case of an ex-officer whose whole 
life in the Army for more than twelve years had been 
one of vice and drunkenness, and who only ceased to 
be an officer after his third sentence of dismissal. This 
man wishes a pension now of $50 per month, and the 
favorable report in the case is made in the strengest 
manner, on account of the ‘‘ very eminent services 
rendered during the war!” It would appear that a 
favorable report depends entirely upon the number of 
useful political friends the applicant has. 








RIGHT TO PAY FOR TWO OFFICES. 

Tue decisions of the Court of Claims in the case of 
Major Joseph B. Collins, U. 8. Army, who was restored 
thereto by the act of March 3, 1879, present some points 
of interest to the Army. He was, it will be remembered, 
honorably mustered out Jan. 1, 1871, and restored under 
the act mentioned March 8, 1879, and placed on the re- 
tired list to date from Jan. 1, 1871. He claimed pay 
from that date, but the accounting officers refused to 
audit his pay accounts on the ground that he was not 
reappointed with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
but by the President’s order alone. Upon this point the 
Court of Claims decided that ‘‘there is no general pro- 
vision of law requiring the advice and consent of the 
Senate to the appointment of majors in the Army as 
there is to that of all officers of the Medical Corps of the 
Navy, except for the restoration of an Army officer who 
has been dismissed from the Service by the sentence of 
a General Court-martial (Rev. Stat., sec. 1228). The 
Senate has in fact, though not in technical form, given 
its consent to the reinstatement of the claimant by name 
by concurring in the passage of the act for his relief. It 
is therefore clear on principle and authority, that his 
appointment was legal and constitutional, and that he is 
entitled to the pay and emoluments of the office which 
he claims.” Out of this grew another point. During 
the period he was out of service, that is between Jan. 1. 
1871, and March 3, 1879, Major Collins held a clerkship 
in the War Department, and drew salary therefor. If 
allowed pay as a retired officer, should his salary as clerk 
be deducted therefrom during the same period of time ? 
In other words, being by law a retired officer of the 
Army, and holding at the same time a civil office, could 
he draw pay for both? Upon this the court decided in 


brief as follows : 

There are provisions of law which forbid some persons from 
hold'ng two of certain specified offices; but the Revised Sta utes, 
sections 1222 and 1223, imply that a retired Army officer may at the 
same time hold any other office except in the consu ar and diplo- 
matic service of the Government. The first of these sections pro- 
hibits an officer on the active list from holding any civil office, 
whether by election or appointment; and the latter provides that 
any officer in the Army who accepts or holds any appointment in 
the diplomatic service of the Government shall be considered as 
having resigned his place in the Army, and it shall be filled as a 
vacancy. Where the statutes, directly or indirectly, recognize the 
right of a person to hold separate offic:s, a strong implication 
arises thet he may have the salary attached to each without re- 
striction. ‘ 

Sec. 3 of the act of 1839, ch. 82 (5 Stat. L., 349), sec. 2 of the act 
of Aug. 23, 1842, ch. 183 (5 Stat. L , 510), and section 12 of the act 
of Aug. 26, 1832 (5 Stat. L., 525), all now incorporated in the Revised 
Statutes in sections 1764 and 1765, have been understood as pro- 
hib ting only additional pay and extra allowances and compensa- 
tion to public officers in the various forms there specified. They 
have not been supposed to apply to the salaries of different offices 
legitimately held by the same person. They were contained in 
annual appropriation acts, which abound in repetitions. The 
second act repeats the prohibition contained in the first, and the 
third makes only a slight additional F agreey but neither of 
them specifies the case of a per-on holding more than one office by 
separate and legal appointments. 


In the several acts referred to, prohibiting extra ailowances and 
additional compensation to public officers, Congress not only 
seems carefully to have avoided enacting, in distinct and clear lan- 
guage, that no person shall receive the salary of more than one 
office which he holds at the same time, but they repealed the pro- 
viso in the act of 1850 which most nearly expressed that idea. 
Up -n the whole, whatever may have been the true construction of 
the proviso in the act of 1850, now no longer in force, it seems 
evident !rom the plraseology of sections 1763, 1764, and 1765 of 
the Revised Statutes and the acts from which they were taken, 
especially when interpreted by the —_ of the circumstances un- 
der which the same were enacted, and in connection with the opin- 
jons which we have cited, that a public officer who legitimately 





| holds two offices may receive the salary of each. Moreover, in 
_ our opinion, the provisions of Revised Statutes, section 1763, and

Upon their own application they may be detailed 
to serve us professors in colleges, and by epecial selection and as- 
sigoment they may be employed at the Soldiers’ Home; but those 
employments, although without additional pecuniary compensa- 
tion are accompanied with benefits and privileges which render 
them desiraole to the parties, and are not regarded as the imposi- 
tion of official public service (Rev. Stat., 1259, 1260). On the whole 
case, we find that the claimant is entitled to recover the sum of

Francis J. Parker, formerly colonel of the 32d 
Massachusetts Infantry Volunteers, is the author of an 
interesting history of that regiment during the war, 
‘‘whence it came, where it went, what it saw, and 
what it did.” It is dedicated to the officers and soldiers 
of the regiment, ‘‘in memory of the dead and in honor 
of the living,” and narrates in terse and interesting 
language the varied experiences of the regiment from 
the time it went into garrison at Fort Warren in 1861 
until mustered out July 11, 1865. The 32d at the 
surrender of General Lee belonged to the 5th Corps, and 
took an active part in the memorable events of that 
day and preceding days. Colonel Parker’s account of 
these occurrences is particularly interesting in the light 
of present events. He says: ‘‘That night (April 1, 
1865), by order of General Sheridan, General Warren 
was relieved and General Griffin (our ‘old Griff’) was 
placed in command of the 5th Corps. It is not easy to 
see what default in duty could have been ascribed to 
Warren, and it is probable that the real explanation of 
the change was merely Sheridan’s preference or partiality 
for Griffin, who was patterned more after Sheridan’s 
taste.” A roster of the officers present at the muster 
out of the regiment concludes the work. C. W. Calkins 
and Co., of Boston, are the publishers. 





In regard to the loss of the training ship Atalanta the 
London Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘‘ Very painful 
rumors are repeated respecting the alleged protests or 
representations of Capt. Stirling that his ship was over- 
masted and over-sparred, after the last alterations had 
been effected in her equipment. It is asserted that he 
requested the scuttles and ports might be enlarged, to 
permit the vessel to ease herself of the seas which he 
expected her to ship, but that his request was not 
complied with; and it is also affirmed on good author- 
ity that the Admiralty officials objected to further 
alterations, on the ground that they would, by so doing, 
incur the suspicion that the Hurydice had been fitted 
out in an unsafe condition. There are officers who 
say Capt. Stirling expressed his apprehensions to them 
in writing and by word of mouth, and if these state- 
ments be proved, it will go hard with those who are 
responsible for the terrible catastrophe.” After a few 
more experiences like this it will become even more 
evident than it is, that all wisdom does not lie in a 
Board of Admiralty, and we may be better reconciled 
to our own system or naval administration with all its 
defects. 








TueE steamer Gulnare, offered by Capt. H. W. How- 
gate for a polar expedition, and to be accepted by the 
Government under an act of Congress, is ready to be 
turned over. The board appointed to ascertain what is 
requisite, in the way of outfit, officers and crew, of which 
Commander Cooper was president, have made their re- 
port to the Secretary of the Navy. It is understood they 
recommend as the personnel of the expedition about 45 
persons—25 of which are suggested as colonists, and the 
remainder as the regular complement of the vessel. The 
latter compose 1 commanding officer, 3 watch officers, 1 
engineer, 1 ice master, 2 machinists, 2 firemen, 7 sea- 
men, 1 steward, and 1 cook. The colonists are 3 com- 
missioned officers, 1 surgeon, 1 civilian, 1 astronomer, 3 
assistants, and 16 privates. The colonists will probably 
be provided by the Secretary of War, and the officers 
and crew of the Gulnare by the Secretary of the Navy. 
It is believed the Gulnare will be able to get away by. 
the 15th of June at the latest. 








GENERAL C. B. Norton, of Boston, has in course’ of 
preparation a work entitled ‘‘ The Armies of the World, 
their Origin, Rise, and Progress, and Present Condi- 
tion,” to be illustrated with numerous colored plates, 
depicting the uniforms of the armies of all nations, and 
four hundred wood engravings, illustrating weapons of 
war from the earliest to the present time.

I have asked that the 10th Cavalry be sent, without delay, 
to New Mexico, or as large a part of it as possible. It is the 
nearest cavalry force to the section, and the posts iu the de- 
partment have been stripped of troops for the Ute country, 
until the Indian Territory and the Texas line are almost de- 
fenceless.. I hope the 10th Cavalry will be sent at once, but 
my applications for troops hitherto have been unsuccessful, 
because there are no troops to spare withcut great danger 
elsewhere on the frontier. I can assure the authorities of 
New Mexico that I am doing everything m my power ; and if 
there are not enough troops, then it is because there are not 
enough in the Army.

Reports. from Santa Fé say that news from Ojo Caliente, 
General Hatch’s present headquarters, is to the effect that at

—_ and, altbonahy exhausted with a long march, were im- 

tely rationed and pushed ahead by General Hatch to 
take up the treil and pursue the hostiles. Two other com- 
oe of the 9th Cava x6 which will reach Ojo Caliente the 
7th, although with brokendown - horses and almost entirely 
worn out, will be pushed a head at once. Genera! Hatch will 
reach Fort Craig soon, when further news is expected. 
Orders have been issued to Eugene Cave at Tucson to have 
his command of the 6th Cavalry scout the western line on our 
territory in Valencia, Socorro and Grant counties to protect 
settlements and trains. and to prevent Victorio and his bands 
from doubling on their trails back into Arizona. 

The War Department has not yet received any intimation 
of the reported engagement of a portion of Gen. Hatch’'s 
command with Victorio’s band. The following telegram con- 
tains the latest official information ; 

Cutcaco, May 26. 
To Gen. E. D. Townsend, Washington ; 

Gen. ts this morning that Hatch’s command is about 
dismounted, and will have to fuiJlow the Indians on foot until its 
horses are recuperated, and Hatch says if the campaign is to be 
continued, as desired by the General of the Army, it would be 
necessary to take more troo) Gen. Pope al-o says that the Nav- 
ajoes have become eo troublesome that he was obliged to send 
Buell’s command temporarily from Taminas to Fort Wingate. The 
demoralization of the Navajocs is attributed to the sale of whisky 
to them at points outside of the reservation, and wlere we have no 
control. I have directed an order to send Grierson with a column 
of cavalry, consisting of five companies, to the vicinity of Fort 
Stanton Reservation without delay.

One of the telegraph stories runs as follows: Captain Ben- 
nett, commanding at Fort Wingate, a few days since re- 
ceived word from Fictorio that he expected in a very short 
time to treat himself to the pleasure of seeing Captain Ben- 
nett roasting in the flames and his fat running down.

tain Bennett sent ‘him word back with the invitation c 
come on. 

A despatch from Tucson, Arizona, says a despatch from 
Captains Tupper and Kramer states that they ran Victorio’s 
band into New Mexico and captured twenty horses. The In- 
dians passed within five miles of the head of Gen. Hatch’s 
column and tollowed a trail beyond the line toward the Rio 
Grande. The Arizona troops having exhausted their rations 
and broken down many of their horses, turned the trail over 
to General Hatch. 

A Tucson despatch, of May 25, says: The revolutionist, 
Marquez, with about one hundred and fifty men, is at Sono- 
rita, Mexico, just over the line, and threatens to cross. Busi- 
ness interests in that vicinity are disturbed, and General Carr, 
who commands the troops in the field in Southeastern Ari- 
zona, is arranging his forces for an attack if any violation 
of the neutrality should occur. 

A Fort Keogh despatch to the Bismarck Tribune says that 
recently ‘‘a grand council of Sioux was held and a delega- 
tion of ninety chosen to visit this fort and consult General 
Miles, the band being now in camp five miles north of the 
fi.rt. General Davidson, commanding in the absence of 
General Miles, submitted the — of the Indians to 
surrender to General Miles, now East, who declined to accept 
it, as he had no supplies for them, and informed them that 
they must surrender at the agencies to the military. General 
Miles reported the matter through the department head- 
quarters, and received orders from General Sheridan that all 
hostiles must surrender unconditionally to the military au- 
thorities. Under this order General Hazen, Post Commander 
of Fort Buford, was instructed to send out a detail to receive 
the surrender of the main band. Accordingly Captain Brit- 
ton, with a detachment of the 6th Infantry, was detailed to 
communicate the orders and receive the surrender of the 
main camp, which is suppposed to be located on Poplar 
Creek. Later advices state that 700 Sioux under Rain-in-the- 
Face, who killed Custer, are now a short distance north of 
the Yellowstone, opposite Fort Keogh, and are anxious to 
surrender, but do not wish to give up their guns and ponies, 
They are not in good humor, and hostility is threatened.”

WASHINGTON, May 27, 1880. 
TRIAL OF THE GARDNER GUN. 

Anorner trial of the Gardner Machine Gun took 

lace at the Navy-yard, Washington, last Saturday. 
This was the third trial that has taken place 
there; the first being in November, 1875, and the sec- 
ond in June, 1879. Several trials have also taken place 
at Sandy Hook, under the direction of the Ordnance 
Board, composed of Lieutenant Colonels Crispin and 
Baylor, and Major Comly, of the Ordnance Corps of 
the Army. The trials at the Navy-yard have been un- 
der the direction of the officers attached to the Bureau 
of Ordnance of the Navy. Commander H. L. Howison, 
Inspector of Ordnance ; Commander Alex. H. McCor- 
mick, and Lieut. R. D. Hitchcock, were present at the 
last trial, and in November, 1875, General Benét, Chief 
of Ordnance, U. 8. Army, and Commander Jeffers, 
Chief of the Ordnance Bureau of the Navy, were pre- 
sent. At the first and second trials of the gun the sys- 
tem was highly commended, although there was, on 
two or three occasions, a delay in the firing of a minute 
or two, caused by the failure of the extractor to draw 
out the shell of the cartridge. It was also found that 
the casing around the barrels became so hot that it was 
almost impossible to handle it. 

At this last trial the defects—if they may be called 

defects—huve been perfectly remedied. The mechan- 
ism for extracting the shells is now so perfect that in 
firing 10,000 rounds not a delay of a single instant oc- 
curred, and by the placing of a water jacket around the 
barrels by a very simple arrangement, they are kept 
comparatively cool. 
At the trial of Saturday there were present, Senor 
Asta Buruaga, Minister from Chili; Count Buest, 
Chargé d’Affaires of Prussia; the gentlemen of both 
the Chinese and Japanese legations, and Captain Ar- 
thur, the Naval Attaché of the British legation. Ten 
thousand rounds were fired. Five thousand were fired 
in thirteen minutes and three seconds. One thousand 
were fired in two minutes and a few seconds. Two 
thousand were fired from the battery wharf at an angle 
of depression of twenty-seven and a half degrees. 
There was not a single delay of any sort, every part of 
the mechanism acting perfectly, and the heating of the 
barrels appeared to be obviated by the water jacket. 
At the conclusion of the firing the parts were fouled but 
little, and it is probable that one hundred thousand 
rounds could have been fired before there would have 
been any neeessity for cleaning the gun. There ap- 
pears to be no limit to the rapidity with which the 
piece can be discharged; for if by any mechanical con- 
trivance the crank can be made to revolve six- hundred 
times a minute (which is three times as fast as a man 
can turn it with his hand), we see no reason why six 
thousand rounds could not be fired in one minute. 

The Government has purchased a number of these 
guns for trial in the Army, and, as after so many trials, 
they appear to be well adapted to our naval service, it 
is probable that some of our naval vessels will be sup- 
plied with them. 

We understand that it is now proposed to place a 
belt upon the crank, and to fire fifty thousand rounds 
without any cessation in the firing. This would be a 
more severe and exhaustive trial than has yet been given 
any of our guns. 

TROUBLES AT THE OLD SOLDIERS’ HOME. 

Mr. Carpenter’s resolution to investigate the manage- 
ment of the Soldiers’ Home, and which was passed af- 
ter being amended so as to make the investigation by 
the Committee on Military Affairs, will call attention to 
the retreat for the old soldiers of the Regular Army. 
Some person or persons evidently had a grievance—in 
fact Mr. Carpenter said he had received complaints as 
to the management—and he wished to find out all about 





it. Now, while it is natural that there should be com- 


plaints—for old soldiers are in many cases the veriest 
children in the world—we do not believe it can be 
shown that there is any fauit in the management of the 
Home. 

The matter which brought about the resolution of 
Mr. Carpenter was this: By the recent decision given 
the inmates of the Home the control of their pensions 
and the arrearages, many of them became suddenly pos- 
sessed of a considerable amount of money, which they 
proceeded to spend in riotous living as old soldiers and 
sailors will do. The ivstitution was being converted 
into a bedlam by drunkenness and all its attendant vices. 
The discipline of the place had to be preserved, and the 
men were warned that if they continued to infringe 
upon the rules they would be obliged to leave. In con- 
sequence of continued drinking suicides were becoming 
frequent, and the only way was to put the offenders out. 
Then there were great lamentations and complaints of 
ill treatment, and Mr. Carpenter was appealed to in the 
hope of his being able to compel the managers of the 
Home to receive the men back, and this was the 
cause of the whole trouble. If the managers are 
left to their own devices they will regulate matters, and 
no injustice will be done. 

It will be remembered that this institution was started 
with the funds levied by General Scott on the City of 
Mexico in 1847. The amount was either $150,000 or 
$200,000. It was not, however, until 1851 that Con- 
gress vould be induced to pass the bill for the establish- 
ment of the Home. There was great opposition to it 
for the reason that it was feared that General Scott, who 
was then prominent as a candidate for the Presidency, 
would receive great credit for his efforts in the matter, 
and thus become too popular among the old soldiers and 
the volunteers who had served with him in Mexico. 
But the bill was passed, and Dr. Benjamin King, of the 
Army, was the first treasurer of the Home. In1863 the 
fund of the institution amounted to $400,000, and it has 
a regular income arising from a tax of twelve and a half 
cents per month which is made on the pay of all enlisted 
men in the Regular Army, and from the forfeituresof pay 
of the same by sentences of Courts-martial. The fund 
has been sufficient to enable the managers—consisting of 
the Adjutant General, Surgeon General, and Commis- 
sary General of the Army—to provide the most com- 
fortable retreat that is enjoyed by the veterans of any 
country in the world. The great beauty of the grounds, 
the comfort of the sleeping apartments, the excellent 
fare, the hospital, and the library, are all superior to 
those of any similar institution, but still the old fellows 
are not all happy. They have nothing to do but to 
amuse themselves, and if they choose to work a few 
hours each day at clearing up the grounds or in culti- 
vating the beautiful gardens, they are liberally paid for 
their labor. 

It is true that a separate home and the accommoda- 
tions for families cannot be provided, and the pleasures 
of the family fireside cannot be enjoyed. It would be 
simply impossible to provide for families at such an 
institution, and complaints on that score are simply 
absurd. 

We hope Mr. Carpenter’s investigation will take 
place, and we will be very glad if the gen!lemen of the 
Military Committee can be enabled to see the workings 
of the institution which was brought into existence by 
the persistent efforts of General Scott. 

Tbe amount levied by Gen. Scott upon the city of 
Mexico was $100,000. By accumulation of interest, 
etc., this amounted to about $150,000 at the time 
the law establishing the Home was passed.

THE NEW FRENCH CAVALRY TACTICS OF 1876. 
BY GENERAL P. ST. GEO. COOKE, U. 8S. ARMY. 


In 1874 the French government ins*ituted a commis- 
sion of nine officers, of high rank, to revise their cavalry 
tactics—the old system dating from 1829; that which 
we copied, to the letter, and used for twenty years, or 
longer. A secondary commission of six officers was also 
appointed to make experiments and proofs. (On both 
appears the name of a comrade of the Army of the 
Potomac, ‘‘ Lieut.-Col. Robert d’Orleans, duc de Char- 
tres.”) 

The commission reported in 1876, ‘‘ Regulations for 
Cavalry Exercises,” which were approved in a decree 
dated July 17, 1876. 

For an intelligent comparative criticism of this work 
it should be premised that it is founded ona regimental 
organization of eight troops, disposed in four squadrons; 
whereas, with us, the regiment consists of twelve troops, 
which, in single rank, are treated as squadrons. The 
French tactics counts upon 48 files in a squadron, 384 
men in the ranks; an organization has a total of 648. 
Our regiment has a balf more squadrons than the French 
brigade, which consists, generally, of two regiments. 

Individual instruction excepted, the new tactics con- 
stitutes, in brief, a destructive revolution of the old sys- 
tem. It is not surprising, therefore, that the volume 
contains an introdnction ot 75 pages; embracing, how- 
ever, an essay upon the duties of cavalry in war. Some 
quotations from this will be found very interesting. It 
opens by referring to ‘‘ new conditions which have been 
made for cavalry by the development of modern armies, 
and progressive transformations of the art of war.” 

“It is necessary to reduce the volume of the tactics, 
to reject all that is useless, and instead of breaking the 
spirit of officers, and charging their memories witha bad 
study, to induce them to apply their attention to what 
they should do upon the field of battle. It is with the 
study of war, the reconnoissance of grounds that the 
officer will interest himself when delivered from idle 
and theatrical manceuvres, etc., etc.; especially he will 
not imagine he knows something because his memory is 
charged with formulas of commands, and he be able to 
detect the inaccuracy of a guide, or reprimand the inat- 
tention of a platoon commander.” In the great changes 
and development which had occurred in all the arms, 
‘“‘the cavalry are exposed to peculiar difficulties; its 
value, dependent in great part upon horses, cannot re-

THE STATE TROOPS. 


Sevenrs New Yorx.—The following table cxhibits the 
present and absent of this regiment at the inspection and 
nuster on Tuesday, May 18: 
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Last year the 7th mustered present 852, absent 81 ; aggre- 
gate, 933. : 

Niyta New Yorx.—This regiment, under Col. Ryder, 
paraded in fatigue uniform, knapsacks, haversacks and can- 
teens, On East 34th street, Monday, May 24, for annual 
inspection and muster, arriving on the ground at 3 o'clock 
p. M., with ten unequalized companies, band in fatigue 
uniform. ‘The regiment was particularly favored, for not 
only did it have a delightful afternoon for the parade, but for 
the second time this year Inspector-General Robert 8. Oliver 
honored it with his presence. After wheeling the column of 
fours into line and reporting to the General, Col. Ryder 
formed the regiment for review, Gen. Oliver, accompani 
by Gen. Rodenbough, Col. Jussen and Maj. Scott, being the 
reviewing party. ‘Ihe adjutant failed to post a camp color 
at the reviewing point. ‘l'actics direct the colonel at review 
to superintend the alignment of the company officers and 
front rank, but it was extremely undignified for this officer, 
dismounted, to trot from the centre to the right to perform 
the duty. We would also call Col. Ryder’s attention to 
paragraph 758, Tactics, describing the proper method of car- 
rying the sword when marching in double time. The review 
was Only in liae, want of space not permitting the passage 
and during the ceremony the command appeared to splendi 
advantage, ranks being steady, and every head and eye 
square to the front. It seems almost needless to say that the 
@th has not escaped being encumbered with the usual 
** slouch” who cannot remain still for a few minutes, and so 
the steady line was brcken by the raising of two or three 
hands. We are sorry to state, however, that the majority of 
the officers were far from being steady, repeatedly turning 
the head as though cautioning the men, and im their over- 
anxiety to have everything perfect, deliberately spoiling the 
line, besides setting a very badexample. In the midst of the 
review one captuin came through the ranks and assumed his 
position on the line of officers. This inspection of the line 
was most satisfactory, for Gen. Oliver closely examined each 
and every man as he passed along the front of the regiment. 
The review was closed in fine style. The companies were 
then broken into column for inspection, and the real work of 
the Gay commenced. Ranks were opened, ofticérs being cor- 
rect, aud men prompt; the field and staff were ordered to 
the front and inspected, but the non-commissioned staff 
failed to put in an appearance, and finally came straggling 
into position by ones and twos. Gen, Oliver made a most 
minute examination of uniforms and equipments, but at the 
inspection of arms the 9th was not a whit better than its 
sister organizations. Here and there a piece was thrown up 
with precision, but the general display was not of a satisfac- 
tory nature. At the ‘‘open boxes” the men endeavored to 
followed paragraph 115, ‘Tactics, but as the style of cartridge 
box has been changed and the men now wear it to the front 
some endeavored to steady the piece at the right shoulder 
aud open the box with the right hand, while others held the 
piece with the right hand and opened the box with the left. 
We would recommend the Inspector-General to formulate a 
new manual for this part of the ceremony of inspection. As 
the cartridge box is now worn to the front, if at ‘‘ open 
boxes” the pieces are thrown across the body, seized with 
the left hand at the upper band, and there steadied, the right 
hand would be free to open and close the new box. e 
movement is easy and would be uniform. The knapsacks 
being empty Gen. Oliver declined to inspect them, but in 
order to test the instruction of the men he selected Co. I to 
exhibit the general proficiency of the command. It was a 
happy selection, for Lieut. Scott, who was in command— 
Capt. Hussey’s new commission not being received—is an 
old soldier. The close order and stack were excellent, while 
the unsling and open knapracks was worthy of - the veteran 
company of the regiment. If all the companies could execute 
these movements with the precision of Co. I the 9th might be 
set down as one of the very perfect organizations of the 
militia. At the close of theinspection the regiment was mus- 
tered. Capt. Walton’s Co. F again leads the regiment in 
point of numbers parading its total strength, 3 officers and 
100 men, Capt. Griffin’s Co. A being second with 93. Co. 
K has the credit of showing to the poorest advantage, 35 
present, while Co. C has the greatest number of absentees. 
At the completion of the muster the companie3 were equalized 
with twenty files and the command made a street parade 
amarching salute being given to Gen. Oliver at the Hotel 
Brunswick. The following is the result of the muster: 
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~ Last year the regiment mustered present 722, absent 87 ; 
aggregate, 809. 
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TarrTEENTH New York (BrooktyNn).—Thbe annual inspec- 
tions of the organizations of the 2d N. Y. Division were com- 
menced on Monday, May 24, with the 13th regiment. The 
original date set down for the inspection of this command 
was May 26, but this being ‘‘ children’s day,” Sunday school 
anniversary, the inspector-general, at the request of Col.

this series of articles for the instruction of his officers. Brig.- 
Gen. E. L. Molineux, commanding, has introduced such new 
measures of organization, discipline, and drill as to make the 
11th the model militia brigade of the United States. Among 
these measures may be noticed the division of the city into 
military districts, and the inspection of the principal streets 
and the buildings thereon to obtain a knowledge of their 
character for offensive and defensive purpose in case of riot 
or invasion; the organization of a signal corps (the first of the 
kind in the country), and the selection of stations in different 
pom of the city, between which signals may be (and have 

) exchanged by flag or torch, either day or night; the 
sous of arecord of the general qualities of every man in 
the brigade, so that if a special corps—such as sharpshooters, 
sappers, and miners, etc.—be required at any time, the men 
who are best qualified for the duty can be detailed for it im- 
mediately ; the ordering of an occasional field day at a place 


in the ey kept secret from all but the staff up to the 
moment of departure, and of an occasional brigade drill in 
the streets of the city at night, when it will not interfere witn 


the men’s daily occupations ; and the special instruction of 
the staff officers in their important, but too frequently un- 
known duties. Such are the principal means by which this 
" has obtained its right to be considered the best dis- 
ciph and most effective one in the country. We refer to 
it here now merely to show the officers of other brigades 
throughout the country what can be done in the way of 
militia reform—what must be done if they would redeem 


their organizations from the greater or less discredit with 
which they are now popularly regarded. Will they profit by 
the example ? 


Twenty-sEconD New York.—This command, ten com 
ies, twenty files front, in fatigue uniform, heavy march- 
ing order, paraded for annual inspection and muster at the 
** plaza,” Union Square, on Thursday, May 20. Promptly on 
time the regiment, under Lieut.-Col. Camp, entered the 
square, Without delay line was established, and the com- 
mand formed for review, by Assistant Inspector-General 
Rodenbough. The ceremony in line was rendered in ex- 
cellent style, the men being remarkably steady, considering 
that the sun with ost summer heat was blazing in their 
faces. A few wavered during the inspection of the line, but 
none were overcome by the heat. The passage was not 
particularly brilliant; the staff marched in front of the 
pe commander and were seemingly at a loss when to 
ute ; distances were not well preserved by companies, 
while the salutes of officers were but medium. The com- 
mandant of the left company was the only officer who 
saluted well, and in proper time. After passing the review- 
ing officer the companies formed in column of fours, instead 
of changing direction in column and then wheeling into line. 
Even with the change to column of fours, the color company 
lost considerable distance. At the close of the review the 
column was formed for inspection, the acting adjutant 
marching the color guard to the front before the = ranks. 


The inspection of open column was waived, the regular 


ceremony being at once commenced. Not a single member 
of the commissioned staff complied with pa ph 763, 
Tactics, in returning sword after inspection. The color 
guard was improperly formed, two markers being established 
on the right and left flanks of the front rank. The color 
guard was inspected with bayonets unfixed. The general 
luspection of uniforms and equipments was most satisfactory, 
the —_ were thrown up in fair shape, but the boxes were 
neither opened nor inspected. After the inspecting officer 
had passed, most of the companies closed ranks, stacked 
arms, unslung and opened knapsacks; but it was labor use- 
lessly expended, for General Rodenbough did not return to 
examine them, and they were repacked and slung, with many 
a quiet grimace at the farce. During the inspection the 
men were steady, the discipline being of the very best; but 
the lieutenants were in many cases incorrect, and had but a 
vague knowledge of their part in the ceremony. At the 
muster the regiment showed a falling off of 12 in the pre- 
sent and 6 in the aggregate since last muster. Co. G heads 
the list with a present of all its members, 63, thus showing a 
gain of 21 in the present over last year, with a gain of 14 in 
the aggregate. For the first time in many years the ‘‘ Busy 
B's” were beaten at inspection, Capt. Smith’s Co. D leading 
them one man ; but then Capt. Cullen is in Europe on leave 
and the backsliders were not drummed up. Co. I has the 
credit of making the poorest showing in point of numbers, 
while Co. D, although having the largest number present, 
heads the list of absentees. e result of the muster is as 














follows :

aggregate, 661. 
Gatiine Bartrery BE, Ist N. Y. Diviston.—The command 
—— for annual inspection and review at East New York, 
day, May 21. The original place of muster was announced 
as the “‘plaza” Union Square, but Troop A having decided 
to visit East New York, Capt. Baker was forced to make the 
change. The battery left its armory early in the day, and 
after a long march over the very worst of roads, seeking fo: 
the grounds decided upon by the troop, and losing their wa} 
several times, the command arrived tired and dusty at four 
o'clock Pp. mM. The inspecting officer was awaiting the arrival 
of the battery, and without delay it was formed for review. 
‘“* Prepare for review action front ” was handsomely executed, 
the ceremony in line being most commendable. The passage 
at a walk and trot were equally good and most satisfactory to 
the inspector, who was accompanied during the ceremonies 
by Col. Mitchell, of the 1st Division staff, and Maj. Wetmore, 
of the 9th regiment. The inspection was not at all satisfac- 
tory to the members of the command, for after their long 
ride they were not given time to dust either uniforms, equip- 
ments, guns, or caissons. The ‘“ Washington Grays” have 
always prided themselves on being the very neatest soldiers 
in the State, and they were anything but delighted at being 
called upon for this most important duty of the year, without 
a chance of putting their house in order. Capt. Baker and 
his command must, however, console themselves with the 
fact, that worn and dirty as were men and equipments the 
battery presented to the inspectiug officer an appearance of 
solidity and strength, and a general look of being ready for 
duty, which all the water, paint, or varnish in the State could 
not give it. The details of inspection were in the main cor- 
rect. For the muster the men were mounted, cannoneers at 
their posts ; the inspector, however, ordered the men to dis- 
mount, and then ere calling the roll directed them to resume 
their first and proper position. The muster resulted in a pre- 
sent of 3 officers and 45 men, total 48. Throughout the cere- 
monies the command looked exceedingly well, the black 
horses of the officers being in marked contrast with the greys 
of the men. It was past 8 o’clock Pp. m. when the command 
reached the armory. 


Cava.ry, First New York Diviston.—-If the annual inspec- 
tions of the infantry organization of the Ist New York Divi- 
sion have been unsatisfactory to officers and men, those of 
the cavalry and artillery have been equally so to the inspecting 
otticer. It is unfortunate for the troops of the division that 
the State and county authorities have persistently declined 
to procure a suitable drill ground within the limits 
of New York county, while the Central Park Commissioners, 
on the most flimsy of excuses, refuse the militia the right of 
occupation. Bad as Tompkin’s Square was, with its dust and 
gamans, there was space for drill and ceremony ; but since 
even that barren spot has been shut off the National Guard 
must remain in-doors or be content to drill in the streets. It 
was hoped and expected that after two years of street inspec- 
tions and musters commanding officers of the division would 
have taken some steps to induce the Legislature to provide 
a proper drill ground, or cause the Park to be opened. Yet 
again, in 1880, the streets are blocked to travel day after day 
by the occupation by the militia, to the —— of the men 
and the annoyance of citizens. Paragraph 817, Tactics, 
directs that ‘‘all stated musters of troops are (when 
practicable) preceded by a minute and careful inspection ; 
and if the command be of more than a company, by a review, 
before inspection.” Since the occupation of the streets for 
inspections the ‘‘march past” of the review has been 
omitted ; the inspecting officers, however, have demanded 
the ceremony in line, and have invariably inspected the 
column. This gave the organizations some chance to display 
ayy and steadiness, and was cheerfully accepted as 
he best that could be done under the circumstances. This 
year, however, even this crumb of comfort has been taken 
from the division, there being but one case of the review in 
line, and one in the full ceremony, while the inspection in 
column has been in every case omitted. The consequence 
has been that the inspections of this year have been, perhaps, 
the worst in point of discipline ever held in the division. To 
use &@ common expression, the heart has been taken out of 
the officers, while the men following suit have been, asa rule, 
careless and slouchy. Even New York’s pride—the 7th—did 
not escape the contagion, their inspection being one of the 
poorest ever made by the regiment. Gen. Rodenbough, the 
inspector, an Army oflicer, who hag neocsseatily made and 





seen many splendid inspections of troops, must therefore 
have been ill satisfied with the general proficiency of the 
infantry, who, through his declining even the review in line 
and inspection in column, have been debarred showing their 
steadiness and discipline in review, while so much and yet so 
little has been demanded in the ceremony of inspection that 
Officers and men have seemed to care very little as to what 
was thought of their actions or discipline. The infantry 
organizations of the Ist Division are the very best in the 
State, and have always prided themselves on conforming to 
every requirement of tactics and ceremony, but in the in- 
spections of the past weeks, through the want of space and 
the seeming lukewarmness of the departmental officers and 
commandants of division and brigades, the inspections have 
been unsatisfactory to officers and men of the individual 
organizations, and most naturally so to the inspector. If the 
infantry was but passable, what opinion must Gen. Roden- 
bough have of the cavalry ? 

Col. J. H. Budke'’s regiment—3d Cavalry—paraded for 
annual inspection and muster on the Western Boulevard 
Tuesday, May 18, with eight companies of about thirty men 
each, in fatigue uniform, mounted. Gen. Rodenbough was 
accompanied by Col. Jussen, Ist Division inspector, and Majs. 
Jones, 12th regiment, and Wetmore, 9th, both ex-Army 
ofticers. In this case a review was demanded, with the 
passage at the walk and trot. Col. Budke formed his regi- 
ment in line and executed the standing part of the cereriony 
in as good shape as could be expected from the experience 
of men who drill mounted perhaps twice a year. The wheel 
into column was good, while the passage at the walk was 
fairly commendable. That at the trot, however, was most 
demoralizing, but after the passage of the first two troops it 
was difficult for the reviewing officers, commandants or men, 
to tell anything about drill or proficiency, so great was the 
dust. Men and horses were nearly choked, and the condi- 
tion of uniforms and equipments for inspection were not 
improved. The dismounting of one man in the fourth 
company demoralized the left wing. If the inspector 
expected to find the regiment properly equipped, he 
was no doubt most thoroughly disappointed, for 
the State authorities although willing to retain 
cavalry organizations are not ready to expend the money for 
their proper equipment. The General will no doubt make 
many important recommendations as to the equipment, etc., 
of this regiment, all of which will be duly approved at Head- 
quarters, printed in the annual reports, and then carefully 
tiled away for future action; but taking past years as a 
sample, so carefully will the recommendations be filed away 
that they will never again see the light, and will only be 
remembered when next year the same report is forwarded, 
only to follow the sameroutine. The muster was satisfactory 
in point of ‘* present;” for the regiment shows an increase 
in ** present” of 33, although with a loss of 2 in the aggre- 
gate. Of the troops, Co. A heads the list with a present of 
48, although Co. A is really the best organization ; for, with 
46 present, it had the smallest number (11) absent in the 

















regiment. Co. H takes the credit of being the poorest troop 
in the command, having 32 absent and but 28 present. The 
following is the result of the muster : 
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Last year the regiment mustered present 275, absent 198 ; 
aggregate 473. ; 

If Gen. Rodenbough had not formed a correct estimate of the 
value of militia cavalry by the exhibition of the 3d regiment, 
the inspection of what is considered the best troop in the 
State -Troop A, Ist Division—must have given him plenty 
of food for reflection. Instead of parading on the street, 
Major Klein selected a plot of ground at East New York, 
marching his command in the early morning in order that it 
should have the benefit of a mounted drill ere being called 
upon for review and inspection. Maj. Klein is an enthusiast 
on the subject of his troop, and has neither spared time or 
money in the endeavor to perfect it in the duties of a cavalry 
organization. It has fine quarters, with the full advantage 
of a riding school, yet so selflom are the men called upon to 

rform any duty outside of parade and escort that the mere 
mention of a trot is enongh to shake them in their saddles. 
Practice makes perfect, but unfortunately for Troop A the 
practice they have received merely fits them for the slow trot 
of the Park, and not for cavalry rough riding over broken 
ground. Maj. Klein drilled his command most systematically 
during the morning, taking in the simple evolutions of the 
squad and company, but after the inspection they 
were as sadly disappointed as was the colonel, who 
some time since went before the examining board of the 
lst Brigade. The board asked him questions that he knew 
nothing about, and completely ignored every point on which 
he had studied. General Rodenbough requested a few 
simple movements at a walk and trot, which were fairly ex- 
ecuted. He then requested a ‘‘charge” by platoon, the 
movement having been first explained. What a dilemma! It 
was extremely doubtful if the men could keep an alignment 
ata hand gallop ; then what must be the result? There was no 
use in protest or explanation, a ‘‘charge” was ordered and must 
be executed or Maj. Klein acknowledge that his troop dared 
not undertake it. This latter alternative could not be 
thought of, so ‘‘charge” it was. The first attempt re- 
suited in a mild canter, and on repetition one of the non- 
com. officers was dismounted, a circumstance which almost 
demoralized the command. If this was the state of affairs 
on a plot of ground specially selected by the captain for the 
ceremonies of the day, what must have been the result had 
the troop been ordered to charge a mob where stones and 
pistols would be used? ‘* We pause forareply.” What is the 
use of military cavalry? Echo answers———. They are 
extremely expensive and not of the slightest practical use. 
Why, even im the country where plenty of grounds can be 
obtained for drill purposes captains of troops have requested 
that their commands be reorganized as companies of infantry, 
batteries, etc. Then why retain in large cities the expensive 
luxury of mounted organizations? One troop for escort 
duty for each division would {ill all the requirements of the 
service; all others should be disbanded or reorganized as 
infantry. After the drill the process of packing the saddles 
for the march was explained to the men of the troop and

The Sheridan Guard of Milwaukee has lost another com- 
manding officer in Capt. White, whose resignation was ac- 
cepted a fortnight since, and Lieut. Thomas H. McGrath 
was elected in his stead. Captain McGrath is a young 
officer of much energy and promise. The drill of the 
company on Friday evening was ‘noteworthy, from the fact 
that every man seemed as much in earnest as the instructor. 
Many recruits were in the ranks to whom the Captain gave 
close attention. The general bearing of the company under 
arms is very soldierly, perhaps a trifle stiff on account of the 
rigidity with which the left arm is held by the side in march- 
ing. While a swing is not admissible it is suggested that a 
slight and natural oscillation is not pronibited among the best 
drilled commands in the Regular Service or the New York 
regiments. The Captain was not in uniform and had no 
sword Some errors in commands were due, perhaps, to the 
fact that his attention was constantly occupied in correcting 
mistakes of his new men. ‘“ Forward, guide left,” when in 
column of fours, and ‘“‘company carry arms,” were several 
times repeated. With a view to a possible participation in 
battalion drill, probably, Capt. McGrath ordered ‘right of 
company rear into column,” but instead of forming line to 
left in completion of the movement he continued the march 
by column left in column of fours. 

“Forming line to front, double and single rank, and on right 
into line single rank were particularly well executed. Wheeling 
on the march bothcompany front and in column of fours was 
defective throughout the drill, in that the pivot files did not 
observe the step of nine inches, and, in line, even shuffled 
backwards in order not to break the alignment. The manual 
of arms is a trifle too hurried, and in the centre of the front 
rank several men failed to observe the pause with the left 
hand at height of the shoulder. Order arms, too much of a 
bang. The cautionary command company was omitted after 
each rest, the captain coutenting himself with attention.

RIFLE PRACTICE. 


G. O. 36, H. Q. A., May 13, 1880. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, the following letter 
is published for the information of all concerned : 

Assistant Adjutant-General, Military Division of the Pacifjie; 

Sir: The idea of using round balis and reduced charges in the 
Service cartridge-shell was suggested to me by a gentleman of San 
Francisco. Being satisfied of its merit, after careful test, I send 
you herewith, for trial, a few cartridges loaded with seven grains 
powder and round balls, cal. 44, weighing 140 grains, which, at the 
range of forty or fifty feet, fired from the Springfield rifle, I have 
found to yield astonishingly accurate results. They will be found, 
I think, very useful in lieu of indicator and candle practice in in- 
structing recruits; and at reduced targets will afford the trained 
marksman valuable home amusement and practice. 

The bullets take the grooves perfectly, and at the ranges men- 
tioned will juet about pierce an inch board. You can try them 
with perfect safety in your back yard. They are made from muz- 
zle-loading ammunition, fabricated in 1863. Fresher powder, no 
doubt, in charges of five grains, would probably yield same results. 

For armory practice, this has an advantage over air-guns, or 
other guns of small calibre, because the soldier practices with his 
own rifle, i. ¢., witha gun having the same weight, trigger pull, 
balance, and sights, that he will called upon to fire in actual 
service. Very truly yours, ae 

The foregoing method solves practically, and satisfactorily 
in many respects, the question of unlimited target practice. 
For this practice the targets are to be reduced directly as the 
ranges. For instance, if a forty-foot range be convenient, 
and it be desirable to obtain practice for two hundred, one 
hundred, and fifty yards, respectively, the following method 
may be pursued : Fifty feet being one twelfth of two hundred 
yards, a reduction of target to one-twelfth its size represents 
a target for two hundred yards ; a reduction to one-sixth, a 
target for one hundred yards ; and to one-third, a target for 
fifty yards. The diameter of the corresponding bull's-eyes 
(Creedmoor third-class target) are two-thirds of an inch, one 
and one-third inches, and two and two-thirds inches, respec- 
tively. At posts where there is no obsolete ammunition of 
.44 cal., molds for the spherical bullet of this size can readily 
be obtained from the nearest city by mail. It is generally 
requisite to use with the bullet a lubricated patch in forcing 
it into the shell. The shells will last indefinitely with this 
small charge. The Ordnance Department will soon be 
prepared to issue, on requisition for gallery practice, an 
annual supply for each company, as follows: 125 pounds 
lead bullets, round, calibre .45; 25 pounds pow- 
der; 25 pounds lubricant; 15,000 primers; a suffi- 
cient number of paper targets, reduced in size; 1 two- 
inch pouring ladle; 1 seven-inch melting ladle ; 1 bullet 
mold, 4 balls, and 1 adjustable charger, up to ten grains. 
The lubricant is Japan wax, or bees-wax and tallow, when the 
former cannot be procured. The bullets should be recovered 
after firing, and recast. A slab of lead one foot square and 
one-half inch thick, weighing about thirty pounds, can be 
cast and used asa butt. Otherwise an ammunition box filled 
with earth will do. The round ball being .456 to .458 in 
diameter will require no patch, but must be well lubricated. 
Experiments prove that with charges of three, four, and five 
grains of powder, excellent practice can be made at fifty, 
saventy-five, and one hundred feet, and that with powder 
fom broken up ammunition which has deteriorated more or 
less, the charges must be increased to probably eight, nine, 
and ten grains, respectively. 

SpectaL OrpErs 74, Department Columbia, April 30, pre- 
scribe how obsolete ammunition on hand at the several posts 
in the Department is to be used for purposes of instruction. 
The ammunition for cavalry revolvers is to be used in pre- 
sence of cavalry horses.

NOVEL PLAN OF RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


Geserat Herman Havrpt, civil engineer, recently 
submitted to the Senate Committee on Commerce a plan 
of river improvement, particularly with reference to the 
Ohio river, which he claims to be novel and more 
efficient and economical than any other in use or that 
has ever before been proposed. 

The general plan of improvement consists in the ap- 
plication of three principles. 

1. The reduction in the width of the channel. 

2. The reduction in the slope or grade of the 


3. The retardation of the flow by alternate contrac- 
tions and enlargement, and the use of automatically re- 
movable wickets forming obstructions to hold back the 
water and maintain the required depth at the lowest 
stage. The peculiar feature of one form of these 
wickets is that, without hunian vigilance or attention, 
they will remove themselves when the rise of water in 
the channel will permit them to be dispensed with, or 
they can be partially removed on a partial rise so as to 
retain the greatest opening compatible with the flow of 
water at any time. 

With regard to the first principle—reduction in the 
width of the channel—Genera! Haupt gives us an illus- 
tration that in the Ohio river, at shoals near Pittsburgh, 
the minimum discharge of the stream, if spread uni- 
formly over the whole bel, would give only an average 
depth of 8 inches, but if the channel were contracted 
to 300 feet at such shoals, which is a width sufficient 
for any navigation in that river, the depth would be 
increased to 22 inches.

800 feet wide, the depth would be increased to 2.55 feet | 
by reducing the fall to two feet to the mile, and that 
this reduction of slope, as will be shown, involves very 
little expense. 

As to the third principle, apparently the most im- 
portant, he speaks at length concerning the removable 
wickets or obstructions which are veritable dams, so 
far as concerns the retardation of the water discharge, 
but not dams which obstruct the navigation or require 
locks. They commence te sink by a slight increase of 
current, before a vessel touches them, drop below the 
bottem ‘during the time of passage, and, after passage, 
rise and resume position automatically to retard the flow 
and prevent loss of water.

ENGLAND’s Fcrvure Navy.—In a lecture before the 
Unite d Sefvice Institution, read April 9, Major A. 
. R. E., reached the conclusion that if England 
could see her way to the disuse of armor in the ships 
intended to compose European fleets and squadrons, her 
active navy — gradually resolve itself into three 
classes, viz: 1. Battering or fortress-attack ships, con- 
sisting of iron-cla ids without sails, including most of our 
present turret ships, but consisting in future of ships 
signed for this warfare and reserved for 
attackir ig European fortresses. Fighting, squadron, 
or battle shi ips, unarmored, yet with their vital parts 
protected, without sails, of comparatively small size, 
and reserved for European squadrons. 3. Cruisers, 
comprising all existing sailing broadside iron-clads, 
well as all unarmored frigates, corvettes, and sloops 
specially built for cruising. 
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A PARLIAMENTARY paper shows that during the five 
years 1874-78 the total number of slave vessels captured 

8152. The highes number captured in any one year 
was thirty-nine in 1875. Of the total 152, 115 were 
condemned and thirty-seven restored. The tutal num- 
ber of slaves captured was 2,305, whereof 2,121 were 
freed in Zanzibar, sent to the Zanzibar Mission, or to 
Natal or to the Seychelles; ninety-four were otherwise 
freed, and twenty-six were not condemned. The dis- 
crepancy iu the figures arises from deaths and from the 
fact that slaves captured in one year were in some cases 
disposed of in a subsequent year.
